MOSCOW, jute 3—The secrét military pact between Germany 
and Japan, which has not been officially acknowledged, but is known 
to exist, is directed at the Soviet Union. The steady preparation for | 
war, and the campaign to bring about a “crusade” against Commun- 
ism, have forced the Soviet government to make ample preparations 
to resist any attack against the Soviet Union. 


What these preparation’s were, 
was well-illustrated by the speech 
of Tukhachevsky at the Congress 
ef |the Soviets in February, ré 
vealing the increase in the army 
in about two years from 560,000 
to 940,000 men, with a still greater 
increase in tanks, airplanes, ar- 
tillery, and other equipment.

Still more clearly was the might 
of the Soviet Union displaved in 
the May Day parade in Moscow.
